Loxi) >N, April 18—6 a. rn.—A dispatch 
of native troops from India to Malta Is one 
of the most ominous steps yet taken by the 
Government. It is claimed to be only a 
prcCiUtionary measure, but there 
is no 
doubt that E l rope will reg *rd it as a di­ 
rect menace to Russia. 
The number of 
troops is insignificant,— ab jut 7,OOO,—but 
it is on that ucc >uat ridiculous to call the 
movement precautionary. No alarm would 
have been created had 7,000 English troops 
beeu scut there, for, in the present situa­ 
tion, it would be not unreasonable that 
a strong force should 
be 
held 
in 
readiness at Malta. 
The significance of this order consists in 
the fact that only native troops are to go. 
it is equivalent to a notification to Russia 
that England is able aud ready to draw a 
large urmy lrom her lcdiao dependencies 
for active operations In Europe. Not only 
does England thus boast of her capacity 
to meet the Russians with nearly an equal 
force in Europe, but she makes light ol 
Russia’s designs upon Iodin. This move­ 
ment of Indian troops is undoubtedly one 
of those steps which Lord Derby said had 
been the principal cause of his resigna­ 
tion, and it is very significant that such 
decisive action should have been kept se­ 
cret until Parliament was no longer sit­ 
ting. 
Ahmed Vefyk Pash, 
Turkish Prim e 
Minister, has at last resigned, though no 
appointment to his place ha9 been made. 
Ile is England's warmest friend in the 
Turkish Government, and, should his re­ 
tirement be final, it is probable that Rus­ 
sian influence will bescatter be paramount 
iu Constantinople. 
There are many rumors a9 to the possi­ 
bility ol a preliminary conference conven­ 
ing, but, rn view of the determination of 
bota England and Russia to maintain 
their present position, there can be little 
hope ut such a device leading to any satis* 
factory result. 
London, April 18.—A St. Petersburg 
correspondent telegraphs: “ The situation 
is unaltered. The conciliatory action of 
Germany continues, but so far without re­ 
sult. 
Tne difference in regard to submit­ 
ting the wuole treaty is declared to offer 
an insuperable obstacle to lurlher negotia­ 
tions in the direction hitherto tallowed. I 
am azured on good authority that Russia 
would consent to some new departure, such 
as taking the treaties of 185G and 1871 as 
the basis of discussion.

A feature of 
the export trade ta the large number of agricul­ 
tural implements going abroad, most of them. it 
is understood, being Intended for Germany. The 
Wilson line steamer alone takes out no less than 
I*tOU pacaagee of mowers and reapers, in addition 
to 1,5tU packages of hardware and general mer­ 
chandise. Another feature la the quantity of 
Jl»c cattle going across, there being 450 sheep on 
one of the Anchor-line vessels, besides 34 horses. 
The National s.earner has 47horses on board, and 
the Wilson vessel 2uu head of cattle. The names 
and destinations of the steamers ars: City of 
Richmond and Helvetia, for Liverpool: Anchoria 
and Assyria, for Glasgow; Hlndo, for Hull, and 
Hermann, for Bremen. 
The first fair-sized lumber fleet of the season 
arrh ed in Chicago on bnnday and on Monday the 
sale-uocks presented quite an animated appear­ 
ance. although a large portion of the cargoes 
proceeded directly to the yard docks, having been 
sold to arrive. The offerings were chiefly made 
up of green joist and scantling, sales of which 
were made at $9 per I .UUU feet. The sales com­ 
prised several cargoes of piece staff from Luding­ 
ton st $9, among them being the schooners Game­ 
cock acd Mercury, and It wa* reported that one 
cargo was sold at $9.25. The cargo of the schoon­ 
er Coral, from Duck Lake, consisting of Iou,too 
feet of coarse, piece stuff and 50,000 No I shin­ 
gles, was sold at $8 50 for the former and $1 for 
the Utter. A cargo of common and cull boards 
from Paul vt I Ie brought $10 35. About two mil­ 
lion Grand Haven a shingles, the cargo of the 
barge Apprentice Boy. were sold for $2 IO, and 
other c jrgoes were sold st the same price.
